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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and June, 1926. 


April.—Fine weather marked the early part of the month over the greater part of the State, 
although some light showers, associated with Southern depressions, affected the South-West coast from 
time to time. 


On the 15th a change took place. A disturbance of unusual vigour worked up, and rain rapidly 
extended through the agricultural districts, the South Coolgardie Goldfields, and the Southern half 
of the Gascoyne and Murchison. Further showers of a more or less extensive character fell during 
the ensuing week, and conditions did not clear generally until the 24th. The fine spell lasted only 
about 36 hours, rain commencing on the night of the 25th, and again extending gradually through 
the wheat belt and Southern Fields. The month closed with another interval of fine weather. 


In the Tropics a remarkable rainstorm set in on the 21st. The rain commenced in the neigh- 
bourhood of Condon, where over six inches fell in two days, and gradually extended eastward 
through the Kimberley districts, reaching a maximum at Derby, where over ten inches fell. A 
somewhat similar disturbance which was, however, restricted to the West Kimberley country, marked 
the close of the month. 


Taking the month as a whole, the conspicuous weakness was the coastal fringe between For- 
tescue and Carnarvon, where a serious shortage had persisted for some months. Falls were also 
in defect in the North-West districts, west from Port Hedland and Marble Bar, over the North 
Murchison and Northern and Eastern Coolgardie Fields, and in the East Kimberley. Elsewhere 
excesses were the rule. These were most pronounced in the West Kimberley (7-22 inches above 
at La Grange Bay) and the Metropolitan area (8-66 above at Kalamunda). The metropolitan 
figures were largely inflated by a downpour on the 16th, when Kalamunda registered 3-56 inches 
and Guildford 2-52 inches. The agricultural figures showed a steady decrease from south to 
north and from the coast inland. Some of the Great Southern totals exceeded the average by 
over four inches, while in the far Eastern areas a few localities noted slight defects. 


The totals on the south-west coast were exceptionally heavy. Between Gingin and Cape Natural- 
iste, and inland to Wandering, Marradong, Donnybrook and Bridgetown a new record for April 
was constituted at every station with the exception of Mandurah. The falls of the 15th—-17th were 
mainly responsible and these must be regarded as opening the winter rainfall season. 


May.—The rainfall for the month was confined chiefly to the latter half, when persistent 
coastal and agricultural falls, with occasional extensions to other parts of the State, offered a 
remarkable contrast to the reversion to practically summer conditions (although with moderate tem- 
peratures) that marked the earlier half. 


A feature of the opening weeks was a summer-type inland rain, affecting the Kimberley, inland 
North-West, North Murchison and far Northern Coolgardie Fields. The leading registration’ were 
4-24 inches at Three Rivers and 3-60 at La Grange. At the same time a vigorous Southern “ low,’’ 
similar to the systems responsible for the heavy rains of late April, passed to the southward of the 
State, but its effects were confined to southern localities. This was repeated on the 13th, when a 
weak tropical disturbance also affected parts of the Gascoyne, but this proved to be merely a minor 
preliminary to a vigorous rainstorm, partaking of both Tropical and Southern characteristics 
which dominated the State (the Kimberley districts alone being missed) between the 16th and 19th. 
Excellent falls in the Ashburton, as well as on the South-West Coast, were a feature of this storm. The 
remainder of the month was occupied by a succession of vigorous southern disturbances barely 
separated, bringing heavy Coastal falls and lighter agricultural showers, but very little rain extended 
to the pastoral regions. 


Taking the month as a whole, rainfall was seen to be in excess at the great majority of Tropical 
localities, and notably so in the Ashburton. The Gascoyne and Murchison results, in general, varied 
from somewhat below to considerably above normal, but a belt of country extending through the 
Junction, Murgoo, and Yalgoo should be specially noted, about double the average May rainfall 
being received, due mainly to falls of the 16th—19th, which were an extension of the rain responsible 
for the good results at Onslow and Fortescue. Coolgardie Goldfield and South-Eastern returns 
showed a general defect, although useful showers had fallen. Turning to the South-West quarter 
the ‘Southern ”’ origin of the rain was revealed in its distribution, rather heavy excesses on the 
Coast quickly dwindling towards the interior, and giving place to defects of 30 to 50 per cent. 
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on the inner fringes of the wheat country. The total gaugings, however, were in very few instances 
below 1 inch, and, in view of the ample rains of the previous month, cannot be regarded as inade- 
quate for the current requirements of growing crops. 

June.—tThe rainfall for the month might be characterised as satisfactory over agricultural areas, 
although, on the whole, rather below the average. The latter fact was, however, of little import- 
ance, in view of the excellent rains of April and May. The most pronounced defects were noted 
at certain Northern, Midland, and far South-Eastern localities (where the total for the month 
represented about 60 per cent. of the normal fall). 

Decided deficiencies were the rule throughout the Gascoyne and Goldfields. The Southern por- 
tions of both these regions received useful falls on the Ist, 20th, and 27th, but the showers dwindled 
away rapidly to the Northward, and in the Tropics an entirely rainless month was experienced. 

The best wheat-growing rains occurred during the opening days, and on the 20th. Heavy falls— 
seldom, however, exceeding two inches in 24 hours—were confined to the Coastal fringe and except 
on the opening days of the month, prolonged heavy blows (which were an outstanding accompaniment 
of the May rainstorms) were not in evidence. ‘The longest fine spell lasted from the 4th to the 14th 
with, however, a slight break on the 7th, and was marked by bright days and light frosts at night, 
The latter were repeated during the briefer fine intervals later in the month.
